Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Public  Health  and  conditions  affecting  the  same 
during  the  past  year,  1908  : — 

Population. 

I have  again  estimated  this  by  multiplying  the  number 
of  occupied  houses  by  the  average  number  of  occupants 
found  at  the  taking  of  the  last  Census.  Allowing  for  the  same 
proportion  of  unoccupied  houses,  I find  the  estimate  is 
19,482  ; to  this  number  must  be  added  1,200  for  the  inmates 
of  the  Central  London  District  Schools,  making  a total  of  20,682. 
This  figure  is  as  nearly  approximate  to  the  correct  one  as  it  is 
at  present  possible  to  arrive  at,  but  as  I have  on  several 
occasions  pointed  out  the  difficulties  in  making  this  estimate, 
it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  repeat  them.  It  is  obvious  that 
these  increase  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  years  since 
the  taking  of  the  last  Census.  The  rapid  increase  is  shewn 
by  the  following  figures  : — 

At  the  Census  in  1891  it  was  6,139.

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Births. 

There  were  493  Births,  viz.,  239  Boys  and  254  Girls, 
registered  during  the  year.  I am  unable  to  give  an  accurate 
idea  of  the  number  of  these  that  were  illegitimate,  though 
I have  no  doubt  there  were  a considerable  number.  The 
Registrar  sends  me  his  Returns  weekly,  but  supplies  no 
particulars  as  to  names  or  addresses  or  other  information, 
but  simply  the  number  registered  and  the  sex.  In  the  absence 
of  the  regulations  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  such 
information  would  be  most  useful. 

The  population  being  estimated  at  20,682,  the  birth  rate 
is  therefore  23.8  per  1,000.  This  is  much  below  our  average 
for  the  past  10  years  which  is  27.1.  The  birth  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1908  was  26.5,  and  for  142  of  the 
smaller  towns,  26.

There  were  173  Deaths  of  residents  registered  in  the 
District — 87  males  and  86  females,  the  death  rate  being  8.3 
per  1,000,  which  is  slightly  higher  than  that  of  1907  when 
it  was  only  7.2  per  1,000.  The  average  for  the  past  10 
years  is  10.4  and  compares  very  favorably  with  that  of 
the  surrounding  Districts.

Deaths  in  the  Central  London  District  Schools. 


Three  deaths  occurred  in  this  Institution  during  the 
year — 2 girls  and  1 hoy.  The  ages  were  7,  4 and  9 years, 
the  causes  of  death  being  Diphtheria  1,  Pneumonia  1,  and 
Syncope  1 (in  a Tubercular  boy),  an  inquest  being  held  on 
the  latter. 


The  Cottage  Hospital. 

There  were  3 Deaths,  all  residents,  in  this  Institution — 
2 males  and  1 female,  aged  47,  45  and  22  years,  the  causes 
of  death  being  suicide  in  two  cases  and  heart  affection 
after  operation  for  appendicitis. 


The  Isleworth  Infirmary.

Corrected  Death  Rate. 

The  31  deaths  of  residents  outside  the  District,  added 
to  the  173  deaths  registered  within,  gives  a total  of  204, 
and  a corrected  death-rate  of  9.8  per  1,000.  The  death  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  14.7,  and  for  142  of  the  smaller 
towns  14.7. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Of  the  173  Deaths  registered  within  the  District,  53 
were  of  Infants  under  12  months  old,  and  of  the  31  Deaths 
registered  elsewhere  5 were  of  Infants,  so  that  the  total  number 
of  deaths  of  Infants  under  1 year  is  58. 


The  Infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  most  accurate,  being 
based  on  a known,  not  an  estimated  figure,  viz.,  the  number 
of  Births  registered  during  the  year : — as  this  is  493,  the 
rate  for  those  registered  in  the  District  is  107.5,  but  the 
corrected  rate  is  117.6.  This  rate  is  too  high  and,  I believe, 
capable  of  reduction.  I believe  the  foremost  of  the  measures 
that  could  be  adopted  for  this  purpose  is  the  employment 
of  a Health  Visitor  and  the  adoption  of  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act,  1907,  and  as  I reported  to  you  on  this  subject, 
I herewith  repeat  the  substance  of  that  Beport : — 

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  and  the  Appointment 

of  a Health  Visitor. 

Han  well  Urban  District  Council. — Report  of  the  Medical 

Officer  of  Health  as  to  the  advisability  of  adopting  the 

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Hanwell  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I beg  to  report  as 
follows  as  to  the  advisability  of  adopting  the  Notification  of 
Births  Act 

The  question  was  before  the  Sanitary  Committee  when 
the  latter  considered  a letter  from  the  Middlesex  County 
Council  dated  22nd  October,  1907,  asking  what  action  you 
proposed  to  take  in  the  matter,  and  referring  to  a circular 
from  the  Local  Government  Board  which  stated  that  “ there 
is  no  occasion  for  imposing  upon  parents  and  others  the 
obligation  of  notifying  births,  etc.,  unless  steps  are  taken  at 
the  same  time  to  carry  out  the  ultimate  object  of  the  measure, 
viz.,  the  giving  of  advice  and  instructions  to  those  who  have 
charge  of  the  infants.” 

I then  recommended  that  as  there  was  no  person,  such 
as  a Parish  or  District  Nurse,  to  carry  out  the  latter  in- 
struction, consideration  of  the  matter  should  be  deferred  till 
such  be  appointed. 

It  now  transpires  that  our  Cottage  Hospital  authorities 
are  about  to  appoint  such  a person,  and  a favourable  oppor- 
tunity presents  itself  for  your  re-considering  the  matter. 

There  are  several  important  reasons  why  the  Act  should 
be  adopted  by  you,  chiefly,  with  a view  to  reducing  our 
excessive  infantile  mortality,  our  average  for  the  past  ten 
years  being  144.2  per  1,000  births  registered  ; that  for  England 
and  Wales  being  138,  and  for  London  141. 
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I believe  the  adoption  and  carrying  out  of  the  Act  in 
this  District  would  be  most  effectual  in  helping  to  minimise 
the  slaughter  of  the  Innocents;  but  as  already  mentioned,  it 
is  necessary  in  order  to  effect  this  that  a Public  Health  Visitor 
must  be  appointed.  Were  the  latter  to  be  appointed  without 
the  Act  being  in  force,  most  necessary  information  would  be 
unavailable,  and  I am  of  opinion  that  in  order  to  derive  the 
full  benefit  of  the  services  of  a Health  Visitor,  it  is  necessary 
that  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  should  be  adopted  by  you. 

As  regards  the  details  of  the  work  she  would  be  required 
to  carry  out,  the  following  is  a summary  : — 

She  would  be  required  to  make  personal  enquiries  at  the 
houses  where  Births  have  recently  been  notified  under  the 
Act ; enquire  as  to  causes  influencing  the  excessive  number  of 
illegitimate  Births  and  such  like  cases. 

To  give  personal  instructions  to  mothers  and  those  about 
to  become  so,  as  to  the  care,  management  and  feeding  of 
infants,  general  hygiene  of  the  home,  to  distribute  and 
demonstrate  the  instructions  already  given  in  the  printed  cards 
issued  by  myself,  and  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  or  myself,  and  report  on  any  insanitary  conditions 
that  may  come  to  her  notice. 

To  give  friendly  advice  to  women  and  girls  employed 
in  Laundries,  Workplaces,  etc.,  more  especially  those  about 
to  become  mothers,  or  who  have  recently  become  so. 

Without  the  adoption  of  the  Act,  the  greater  part  of  the 
information  required  for  the  performance  of  the  above  duties 
wTould  be  lost,  especially  at  periods  when  most  required  ; but 
there  are  many  other  duties  which  would  also  usefully  occupy 
her  time.  She  would  enquire  as  to  the  death  of  infants, 
more  especially  repeated  premature  still-births.  In  cases  of 
neglect  of  children,  she  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Society 
of  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  the  same  ; and  further,  in  cases 
of  Consumption,  she  would  offer  to  visit  the  homes,  and 
render  any  service  necessary,  give  general  instructions  to 
endeavour  to  prevent  the  disease  spreading,  and  carry  out  any 
further  instructions  under  the  recent  Public  Health  Tuber- 
culosis Regulations  which  come  into  force  on  the  1st  prox. 

She  would  necessarily  be  an  official  of  the  Sanitary 
Staff  of  the  Council,  and  should,  as  such,  act  under  my 
instructions  and  report  to  me  for  the  information  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee.

If  it  is  thought  advisable  to  engage  the  services  of  the 
Cottage  Hospital  Nurse,  I consider  that  for  the  present  half 
her  time  would  be  required  for  carrying  out  the  duties  above 
indicated.

This  Report  was  referred  back  to  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
and  it  was  ultimately  decided  to  consider  the  matter  again  in 
six  months  time. 

Notifiable  Diseases. 

During  the  year,  117  Notifications  were  received,  viz., 
Scarlet  Fever  77,  Diphtheria  24,  and  Erysipelas  16.  This  is 
a considerable  improvement  on  the  previous  year,  when  167 
Notifications  were  received,  viz.,  Scarlet  Fever  110,  Diphtheria 
25,  and  Erysipelas  32.  Of  the  117  Notifications  received 
only  4 proved  fatal,  viz.,  2 from  Scarlet  Fever  and  2 from 
Diphtheria.  36  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  and  one  Diphtheria 
were  notified  from  the  Central  London  District  Schools.  The 
outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  commenced  in  this  Institution  about 
the  middle  of  January,  10  cases  being  notified  during  this 
month ; there  were  also  9 notified  during  February,  10  in 
March,  5 in  April,  one  in  May,  one  in  June,  and  one  in  July.

Had  it  not  been  for  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  the 
Central  London  District  Schools,  our  number  of  Notifications 
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for  the  year  would  have  been  exceptionally  low,  and  we  have 
been  very  lucky  in  this  respect.  We  should,  however,  be  all 
the  more  on  our  guard  for  the  future,  as  outbreaks  of  these 
diseases  generally  occur  in  cycles. 

Of  the  41  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  that  occurred  in  other 
parts  of  the  District  besides  the  Central  London  District 
Schools,  31  were  to  the  south  side  of  the  Uxbridge  Load,  and 
of  the  23  cases  of  Diphtheria,  13  were  so  situated. 

It  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  above  table  that  we  were 
quite  free  from  Diphtheria  during  the  months  of  February,  May, 
and  June,  whereas  we  have  not  been  free  from  Scarlet  Fever  for  a 
single  month.  It  has  frequently  happened  that  several  cases 
of  these  diseases  have  been  notified  successively  from  the 
same  house,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  these  secondary  cases 
ocur,  as  we  are  still,  unfortunately,  without  an  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  reasons  for  the  delay  in  providing  this  Insti- 
tution have  been  stated  in  my  previous  Annual  Reports,  but  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  I believe  the  difficulty,  which  is  now  a 
legal  one,  is  being  overcome,  and  the  matter  is  receiving  all 
the  attention  that  can  be  given  to  it.  In  the  meantime,  the 
Council  made  arrangements  with  the  Acton  District  Council  to 
take  in  cases  when  they  had  accommodation.  This,  however, 
has  not  proved  very  satisfactory  as  it  has  been  very  expensive 
and  for  some  months  there  has  been  no  accommodation.  A 
similar  negotiation  is  being  arranged  with  Ealing  which  I hope 
will  prove  successful,  as  we  are  badly  in  need  of  such  till  our 
own  Hospital  can  be  erected. 

Small  Pox. 

We  are  better  off  for  accommodation  for  isolating  cases  of 
this  disease  should  they  occur,  being  entitled  to  send  them  to 
the  Ealing,  Hanwell  and  Greenford  Hospital  at  Perivale,  as 
well  as  to  the  Joint  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  South  Mimms. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

A fresh  supply  of  this  valuable  remedy  has  been  kept 
ready  for  the  gratuitous  use  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  in 
the  District,  who  have  on  many  occasions  availed  themselves 
of  the  supply. 

Consumption. 

There  were  13  deaths  of  residents  from  this  disease 
during  the  year  (three  dying  in  Institutions  outside  the 
District) ; last  year  there  were  20. 
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There  were  no  voluntary  Notifications  received  from 
within  the  District  during  the  year,  but  on  a death  occurring 
an  offer  was  made  in  every  case  to  cleanse  and  disinfect — but 
I regret  to  say  that  the  offer  was  not  accepted  on  all  occasions, 
only  six  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 

Prevention  of  Consumption. 

After  many  years  of  vain  endeavour  it  appears  that 
definite  steps  are  about  to  be  taken  to  arrest  the  ravages  made 
by  this  fearful  scourge.  It  has  at  last  been  officially  recognized 
as  an  Infectious  disease,  and  the  first  official  step  is  the  com- 
pulsory notification  of  cases  by  Poor  Law  Medical  Officers  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  though  the  permissive  nature  of 
the  Regulations  deprive  the  latter  considerably  of  the  value 
they  might  have,  more  especially  in  obstinate  far-advanced 
cases  requiring  Institutional  treatment.  Still  the  enforcement 
of  cleansing  and  disinfection  in  such  cases  must  prove  most 
advantageous. 

County  Sanatorium. 

This,  or  some  similar  Institution,  is  absolutely  necessary  if 
the  matter  of  the  prevention  of  Consumption  is  to  be  dealt 
with  effectively,  both  for  the  purpose  of  segregating  and  attend- 
ing to  those  advanced  cases  that  are  a menace  to  other  people 
in  houses  without  suitable  accommodation,  as  well  as  foi 
arresting  the  progress  of  the  disease  in  its  earlier  stage  and  for 
the  education  of  patients  that  they  may  be  taught  to  attend  to 
themselves,  adding  to  ibeir  own  comfort  and  prolongation  of 
their  life,  and  at  the  same  time  that  they  may  disseminate  such 
knowledge  that  on  the  occurrence  of  a case,  the  great  fear  of 
infection  may  be  alleviated  by  the  knowledge  of  being  able  to 
guard  against  it. 

It  is  also  as  important  that  cases  of  this  disease  should  be 
recognised  early  in  their  development,  and  there  are  many 
remediable  conditions  that  precede  the  occurrence  of  an 
attack  any  condition  enfeebling  the  general  health  and 
lowering  the  vitality  produces  a state  of  health  favorable  for 
contracting  it.  It  has  been  termed  a disease  of  misery  ; it  is 
also  one  of  ignorance — amongst  the  poorer  classes,  who  cannot 
afford  a private  medical  attendant  and  will  not  seek  Poor  Law 
medical  relief ; it  often  happens  that  people  who  otherwise 
would  seek  medical  advice  and  treatment  for  supposed  minor 
ailments,  go  without — more  especially  in  districts  such  as 
ours  where  there  is  no  Dispensary  or  such  like  Institution, 
where  this  class  of  cases  would  be  attended. 
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The  Cottage  Hospital. 

For  many  years  the  Dispensary  in  connection  with  the 
Ealing  Cottage  Hospital  took  our  cases,  but  on  the  erection  of 
our  own  Institution  this  arrangement  was  cancelled,  but 
although  we  erected  a Hospital  no  Dispensary  was  provided. 
As  I have  often  pointed  out,  such  is  badly  wanted,  but  the 
means  for  the  same  are  not  forthcoming.  The  Hospital  itself 
has  a hard  struggle  for  existence,  and  cannot  admit  any  but 
paying  patients,  which  debars  a great  many  of  the  class  I have 
referred  to  above  from  partaking  of  its  benefits.  I am  glad, 
however,  that  even  with  the  pecuniary  difficulties  alluded  to, 
it  has  been  decided  to  appoint  a District  Nurse  in  connection 
with  the  Institution.  I have  already  mentioned  this  matter 
under  the  heading  of  Infantile  Mortality,  Notification  of  Births 
Act,  and  the  Appointment  of  a Health  Visitor. 

I think  that  to  be  effective,  communal,  voluntary,  and 
personal  interests  must  combine.  It  is  most  important  that 
an  early  diagnosis  should  be  made  : — The  examination  of  the 
sputum  for  the  tubercle  bacilli  should  be  provided  gratuitously 
by  the  former,  who  should  also  co-operate  with  the  second 
mentioned  in  providing  additional  facilities  for  Diagnosis, 
and  also  treatment  in  an  Institution,  if  only  for  educational 
purposes,  and  for  treatment  at  a Dispensary  for  those  conditions 
already  mentioned  which  predispose  to  the  contraction  of  the 
disease,  as  well  as  Institutional  treatment  for  those  advanced 
and  hopeless  cases  already  referred  to  that  are  not  eligible  for 
the  Poor  Law  Infirmary. 

The  following  is  the  form  of  investigation  we  make  on 
receiving  the  notification  of  a case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 
In  Poor  Law  cases,  being  myself  the  District  Medical  Officer, 

I give  special  instructions  to  the  patients,  and,  as  already 
stated,  disinfectants  are  supplied  and  disinfection  carried  out  by 
the  Council  gratuitously.

Open  Spaces. 


In  addition  to  the  Church  Fields  on  the  north  side  of  the 
District,  we  have  now  a Recreation  Ground  on  the  south  side. 

In  connection  with  the  latter,  a L.G.B.  Inquiry  was  held 
in  October  for  sanction  to  borrow  £5,400  for  this  purpose. 
At  the  same  enquiry,  sanction  was  asked  to  borrow  £1,350  for 
the  purchase  of  land  for  the  extension  of  the  Sewage  Farm, 
and  £320  for  works  of  private  street  improvement. 


The  Housing*  of  the  Working*  Classes  Act. 

No  actions  w^ere  taken  under  this  Act,  none  being  required 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops,  Slaughter  Houses, 

etc. 

Details  as  to  these  are  appended  to  this  Report. 

Practically  all  Milk  is  procured  from  outside  the  District. 

The  London  County  Council  has  taken  steps  to  examine 
the  Milk  brought  into  London  by  the  various  Railway  Companies 
and  after  examination  at  the  Lister  Institute,  23.9  per  cent.,  or 
nearly  1 in  4 of  the  samples,  were  tuberculous.  The  Council’s 
Veterinary  Surgeon  visited  19  of  the  farms  from  which  the 
samples  were  taken,  as  a result  9 cows  were  found  to  have 
tuberculous  udders.  The  milk  was  forbidden  to  be  supplied  to 
London  ! To  what  District  or  Districts  it  was  suplied  is  not 
known  ! It  is  quite  possible  some  may  have  come  to  Hanwell. 
It  is  therefore  very  important  that  samples  of  Milk  supplied  to 
the  District  should  be  examined  at  an  Institution  such  as  the 
Lister  Institute,  and  also  that  all  milk  should  I e sterilized  by 
cooking  in  the  manner  explained  in  the  pamphlet  issued  by  me 
on  the  feeding  of  Infants.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1908. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  again  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  shewing  the  work  carried  out  by  the  department  during 
the  past  year. 

Systematic  Inspection. 

Houses  inspected  house  to  house  ...  ...  843 

Houses  inspected  other  than  house  to  house  283 
Re-inspections  of  premises,  re  Nuisances  ...  2157 

Total  inspections  and  re-inspections  ...  3283 

During  the  course  of  house  to  house  inspection,  281  houses 
were  found  to  contain  two  or  more  families  writh  the  number  of 
occupiers  as  follows: — 1,405  adults;  1,124  children;  (children 
over  ten  years  being  counted  as  ad  alts) — this  gives  an  average 
to  each  house  of  nine  occupiers. 

Nuisances. 

During  the  past  year  731  nuisances  and  contraventions  of 
the  bye-laws  have  been  found  and  abated;  124  statutory  notices 
have  been  served,  and  245  informal  notices  and  1 39  letters  have 
been  sent  to  owners  or  their  agents  drawing  their  attention  to 
the  various  nuisances,  and  calling  for  their  abatement.  I find 
the  latter  method  of  communicating  with  the  owner  has  the 
effect  of  having  the  nuisances  abated  more  speedily  than  the 
serving  of  a notice.  In  connection  with  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  53  interviews  took  place  with  the  owners  or  their 
agents. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Sixty-two  houses  were  visited  in  connection  with  infectious 
diseases,  and  207  revisits  were  made  during  the  isolation  of  the 
patients  at  home.  A number  of  the  cases  were  removed  to  the 


following  Isolation  Hospitals  : — 

Acton  Isolation  Hospital  ...  ...  14

The  cost  incurred  by  the  removal  and  maintenance  of  the  14 
patients  sent  to  the  Acton  Hospital  amounted  to  £276  13s.  Gd., 
an  average  cost  of  £19  19s.  6|d.  per  patient. 

Infected  rooms  to  the  number  of  55  were  disinfected  and  in 
54  cases  the  walls  were  stripped ; 886  infected  articles  of 
bedding  and  clothing  were  removed  and  disinfected;  as  were 
also  a number  of  books  belonging  to  the  Free  Library.  Six 
houses  were  disinfected  after  deaths  from  Phthisis,  and  51 
articles  removed  and  disinfected  also.  Communications  relating 
to  infectious  disease  to  the  number  of  211  were  sent  to  Schools, 
Laundries,  Works,  Milk  Dealers,  &e. 

Bakehouses. 

The  Bakehouses  on  the  register  number  12 ; 4 of  which  are 
cellar  bakehouses  and  have  been  granted  a certificate  of  fitness. 
35  visits  have  been  made,  and  in  6 instances  it  was  found  that 
the  limewashing  had  not  been  carried  out  as  required  by  the  Act, 
but  this  was  done  on  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  being  drawn 
to  the  matter. 

Workshops. 

15  Workshops  (various  trades),  are  upon  the  register,  and 
27  visits  have  been  made.  There  was  only  one  contravention, 
all  being  of  very  few  workers,  and  generally  kept  clean. 

Laundries. 

38  Visits  have  been  made  to  the  above  of  which  there  are 
18  upon  the  register.  They  are  kept  generally  in  a clean 
condition.  Six  contraventions  were  found,  which  were  rectified 
on  the  attention  of  the  occupiers  being  drawn  to  the  matter. 

Outworkers. 

There  are  5 Outworkers  in  the  District,  and  10  visits  were 
made.  The  premises  were  all  kept  in  a clean  condition  and  there 
have  been  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  houses. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

There  are  now  16  Milksellers  (mostly  in  a small  way)  upon 
the  register.  37  visits  have  been  made.  On  three  occasions 
limewashing  was  necessary  ; this  was  done  immediately  the 
Milk  Seller  was  notified.  Although  the  premises  were  found  in 
the  aggregate  very  clean,  no  protection  seems  to  be  taken  for  the 
Milk  exposed  for  sale  in  the  Milk  Shops.  1 am  continually 
pointing  out  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  milk  covered  so  as  to 
keep  out  the  dirt,  &c.,  but  it  is  very  seldom  that  the  cover  is 
found  on  when  the  premises  are  visited. 


Slaughter  Houses. 


There  are  only  4 of  these  within  the  District  and  3 generally 
used.  Quarterly  Visits  have  been  made  to  these,  no  contra- 
ventions found. 


Food  and  Drugs’  Act. 

Samples  under  these  Acts  are  taken  by  Mr.  Ward,  the 
Inspector,  Brentford.  No  return  as  to  the  number  of  samples 
taken,  and  the  result  of  the  analysis  is  supplied  to  the  Council. 

Canal  Boats  Acts. 

1.  — The  Boats  are  inspected  at  the  Wharf  known  as 
Macklin’s  Dock,  which  is  the  only  stopping  place  on  the  length 
of  Canal  in  the  district,  and  frequent  visits  are  made  by  the 
Inspector  to  this  Wharf 

2.  — The  Number  of  Boats  Inspected.  During  the  year 
1908,  14  Canal  Boats  were  visited  and  inspected.  The  Boats 
were  in  the  aggregate  registered  for  32  adults  and  26  children, 
and  the  number  living  on  board  at  the  time  of  inspection  was 
17  adult  males,  11  adult  females  and  9 children  ; giving  an 
average  to  each  boat  of  2'6. 

The  boats  inspected  were  all  used  in  the  carrying  of  bricks, 
and  owing  to  the  continued  depression  of  the  building  trade  in 
the  district,  the  number  of  boats  coming  to  unload  at  Macklin’s 
Dock  is  very  small.  Numerous  visits  have  been  made,  and  in 
the  great  majority  of  the  visits  there  were  no  boats  to  inspect. 
The  boats  were  kept  generally  in  a clean  condition,  and  no  cause 
for  complaint  could  be  made  with  regard  to  uncleanliness  of 
same.

Drainage  Examinations. 


87  Drains  have  been  tested  either  by  the  water  or  smoke 
test,  on  complaint,  or  after  infectious  disease,  and  on  completion 
of  work  after  notice.  I am  again  pleased  to  report  that  owners 
are  now  seeing  the  force  of  placing  iron  drains  under  houses, 
and  this  has  been  done  in  a great  number  of  cases.  The  Volatile 
test  has  also  been  applied  on  numerous  occasions  during  house- 
to-house  and  other  inspections. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

84  Observations  have  been  taken  of  Works  Chimnevs 
within  the  District.  No  offences  were  caused. 

Cemeteries. 

The  Cemeteries  within  the  District  have  been  visited,  and 
these  have  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  there  has  been  no  cause 
for  complaint. 

In  conclusion,  I have  again  to  thank  the  Council  and  Dr. 
Hope,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  their  cordial  support 
in  the  carrying  out  of  my  various  duties.
